Washington. Dec. 26.—It 
was an­ 
nounced authoritatively last evening 
that Governor Leslie 
M. 
Shaw, of 
Iowa. would be appointed secretary of 
the treasury to succeed Secretary Ly­ 
man J. Gage. There will be no change 
in the office of secretary of agrieul 
tore, Secretary Wilson, also of Iowa. 
continuing to retain that portfolio. 
The date of transfer of the* treas­ 
ury departm ent will depend upon the 
mutual convenience of the outgoing 
and incoming secretary, 
Air. 
Gage 
having signified an entire willingness 
to remain at the head of his depart­ 
ment until such ti ate ac it may be 
agreeable to his successor to take 
hold. 
it is supposed, however, that 
Governor Shaw will be inducted into 
his new office some time in January. 
it has bet n know s for two or three 
days that Governoi Shaw was slated 
for appointment to succeed Secretary 
Gage, but it was not until today that 
the Iowa executive accepted the ten­ 
der made to him. 
Des Moines, la.. Dee. 26.-—Governor 
Shaw was seen again 
last evening 
with regard to his appointment as 
secretary of the United States treas­ 
ury. 
He declined to tai* at length 
about the matter, merely reiterating 
that tile president had confidentially 
asked him by wire if he would accept 
the position if it should be tendered 
to him. 
He replied that he would 
accept, but up to the present time no 
formal tender of the 
position has 
been made by the president. 
How­ 
ever. from the tone of tile dispatches 
from Washington 
he 
assumed the 
president will appoint him and that 
to all intents and purposes the m at­ 
ter has been fully settled. 
The gov­ 
ernor's term as chief executive 
of 
Iowa will not expire until Jan. 
16, 
when Governor-elect Cummins will be 
inaugurated. 
The 
leg.siature 
will 
convene Jan. 13, and Governor Shaw 
will be very busy in the Interim with 
the preparation of his annual mea 
sage, so that if the appointm ent by 
the president should be made Gov­ 
ernor Shaw 
will hardly be able to 
take up the cuties befur** Jan. 20, and 
possibly later. 
The people of Iowa 
are greatly eluted at Governor Shaw's 
prospective entry into the president's 
cabinet, but would regret very much 
to have Secretary of Agriculture Wil­ 
son retire in consequence, and no one 
would regret this more than w'ould 
Governor Shaw.

Governor Shaw will be inducted into 
his new office some time in January. 
It has bern known for two or threi 
days that Oovernoi Shaw was slated 
for appointment to succeed Secretary 
Gage, but it was not until today that 
the Iowa executive accepted the ten 
der made to hint. 
Des Moines, la.. Dec. 26.—Governor 
Shaw was seen again 
last evening 
with regard to his appointment as 
secretary of the United States treas­ 
ury. 
He declined to tala at length 
about the matter, merely reiterating 
that the president had confidentially 
asked him by wire if he would accept 
the position if it should be tendered 
to him. 
He replied that he would 
accept, but up to the present time no

are greatly elated at Governor Shaw s 
prospective entry Into the president’s 
cabinet, but would regret very much 
to have Secretary of Agriculture WH 
son retire in consequence, and no one 
would regret this more than would 
Governor Shaw. All Iowa people feel 
that Mr. Wilson is the right man in 
the right place in this and other ad­ 
ministrations. 
With Allison as senate 
leader, Henderson as speaker of the 
house and with the prospect now of 
two members of the cabinet, the state 
is undoubtedly greatly honored and 
largely influential iu national affairs.
